The title was chosen to distinguish the printed edition from the 
computerized data base. Several people, including some on the 
ONTERIS team, eventually considered the title to be a misnomer. 
In fact, Volume 1 was not an index in itself; it contained 
bibliographical information and full abstracts for the first 626 
documents in the system. Volume 2 contained the PRECIS subject 
index and the author index to Volume l. 


In this revised edition we have changed the titles. We have done so 
with some trepidation and with apologies to librarians and users 
who may find the mixture of titles confusing.

The revised Volume 1, ONTERIS Abstracts, covering ONOOOO1 - ONOO0626, 
contains some documents which did not appear in the original Volume 
1° {(ONO00124, ONO0195,°ON00412, ONOQ0521, ONO0550, ONO0590). Purchasers 
of the original Volume 1 may request xeroxed copies of the abstracts 
for these documents if they do not intend to buy the revised version. 


Several other changes have been made since the first edition: the 
reductionsofttype*sizesftromold point®to 9+ pointehas*enabledrus ito 
put the majority of abstracts on a single page each and to start 
each abstract on a new page; some research in progress has been 
included; and the availability field now includes prices. 


One change which we contemplated but did not make was the 
suppression of slashes (//) within the text. Tres nowetéechnically 


feasible to suppress the slashes, but some users find them useful 
for scanning key subject terms in the document. Feedback from users 


will influence any future decision. 


Background to ONTERIS 


For several years, individuals, groups and institutions across Canada 
explored ways of setting up computerized information retrieval systems 
in education on national, intra-provincial or inter-provincial bases. 
The need for such systems was recognized, but the practical problems 

and costs of system design, implementation and maintenance were 
formidable. The magnitude of the task led some people to wonder whether 
plugging into ERIC might not be the best way of serving the Canadian 
educational community. 


In 1972, research officers of eight’ boards of education in Metropolitan 
Toronto began considering data repository systems for local board 
research and it soon became clear that ERIC could not meet their 
needs, even with upgraded Canadian coverage. Among the problems 

were: inconsistent, or non-acceptance of certain types of reports 
(e.g., literature reviews); non-recognition of Canadian terminology; 
inability to handle research in progress or bilingual documents; 
abstracts with too little detail; and the fact that research was not 

a separate node in the system. Though negotiation might have overcome 
some of these problems, there remained the question of whether 
Canadian information flows should be monitored and controlled from a 
foreign country. Accordingly, the researchers devised broad guide- 
lines for a systematic organization of their own research: 


Around the same time, the Ministry of Education undertook a 
feasibility study ofa system’ for handling’ Ontario*s educational 
research, particularly Ministry-funded reports. These coincident 
definitions of needs and possibilities resulted in the Metropolitan 
Toronto School Board developing, under contract to the Ministry, the 
Ontario Educational Research Information System. 


Coverage of Abstract Volumes 


Volume 1 contains the abstracts of the first 626 documents collected 
and indexed for the system and covers all research produced up to 
1976 byythe research, unttsvof the eight boards of education in 
Metropolitan Toronto, or funded by the Ontario Ministry of Education 
through its grants-in-aid and contractual research programs. 


Volume 2 has been superseded by an unnumbered cumulated index. 


Volume 3 extends the coverage to include reports from school board 
research units across the province, Ontario Educational 
Communications Authority (OECA) reports, some reports from the

Ontario Institute for Studies in Education (OISE) not funded by the 
Ministry, and a few from the Ontario Educational Research Council 
(OERC). Current Ministry and Toronto area board research reports 
are also included. 


Abstracts 


Abstracts, extracts, annotations and other document surrogates have 
the primary function of helping people find material relevant to 
their needs. As the most detailed type of surrogate, abstracts also 
serve a broader function of lessening and, in some cases, eliminating 
the need to refer to the primary documents. 


Abstracts are usually divided into two types. The informative 
abstract directly transmits to the reader the principal ideas, methods 
and quantitative and qualitative data contained in the source 
document. Most documents in ONTERIS have this type of abstract. 


The descriptive or indicative abstract does not contain much data. 
It cannot stand for the source document, but can and must be a 
reliable guide to it by providing generalized statements of the 
document's form and content. The descriptive abstract is used in 
ONTERIS mainly for discursive reports or for those reports which 
contain so much information as to defy adequate summarization. 


An ONTERIS informative abstract contains more information than is 
usually found in abstracts. The unigque form evolved over a period of 
2-3 years through close cooperation with one large user (and producer) 
group - the members of the Metropolitan Educational Research Committee 
CHERC).. A mini-index of 17 documents was produced in the first year 
of the project, and a consensus was reached on which parts of the 
abstracts needed expanding, contracting or deleting. 


In writing the abstracts it was’ *recognized that a certain level of 
expertise and knowledge of special terms could be assumed for some 
users of the system, such as researchers, ministry officials and 
graduate students in education. It was also recognized that teachers, 
trustees, undergraduate students or the general public could find 
highly ‘technical ‘abstracts tobe more “difficult to read than the 
source document itself. To achieve the ONTERIS goal of producing 
abstracts that are adequate substitutes for the documents and 
completely intelligible to all users of the system, much effort was 
devoted to achieving information density without sacrificing 
readability. 


Density did win some minor victories at the expense of readability, 
however. The abstracts are frequently sprinkled with initials. 

The word or phrase is spelled out the first time it is used in the 
abstract, with the initials or short form to be used given in 
brackets. The inwtials "are used ‘consistently within an abstract, 
but any consistency from record to record is purely coincidental. 


All abstracts of documents from school boards were reviewed for 


accuracy and tone by the research unit which produced them; all 
Ministry research was reviewed internally. in addition, acrandon 


rie ak 


review was done of Volume 1 to check the accuracy of the findings 
ahd etatistics. The ONTERIS team accepts the responsibility for any 
factual or statistical errors still remaining. 


When Volume 1 was first published, the system did not have the 
capability of identifying individual abstractors. This capability 


was achieved for Volume 3. The abstractors' initials appear in 
brackets at the end of the record.

The alphabetical subject index to ONTERIS Abstracts is produced by 
PRECIS (Preserved Context Indexing System), a system developed by 
the British Library for the British National Bibliography. Since 
1971, when PRECIS was first used for the British National Bibliogra- 
phy, the system has been applied to a wide variety of materials in 
several languages. 


in contrast to subject heading 1isSts, PRECES 15 (a Process (to 
developing index entries to suit the particular item being indexed. 
Indexing by uniterms also has this flexibility; unlike uniterms, 
however, PRECIS entries are precoordinated so that each access or 
lead term is embedded in its context. As in a uniterm system, any or 
all terms can be lead terms. 


Although the vocabulary in PRECIS is controlled, it 1s, desiqneq ao 
reflect natural language and is open-ended to respond to changing 
terminology. Indexing terms are chosen from the literature being 
indexed. A reference structure establishes generic relationships 
among terms, connects related terms, and directs the user to the term 
used from the synonym not used. 


With PRECIS, the indexing work is shared by humans and computers. 
Subject analysis, choice of terminology, coding of terms to produce 
entries, designation of leads, and development of reference structures 
- anything involving intellectual effort - are human tasks. The 
computer sorts, files, and generates entries and references. Since 
the data are stored in the computer, they are easily manipulable for 
editing, adding, or deleting. 


In PRECIS terminology, the access term is called the lead, the terms 
following it, the qualifier. Terms below the lead constitute the

Although the number of entries required to cover the subject of a 
document varies, the following example shows a fairly average number 
of entries and references generated by the subject statement for one 
document. Any term can be a lead term. Only economics and physical 
bulk impose restraints on leading all terms in a particular index.

Acronyms are entered without periods, e.g., SEED, and filed among 
other terms in straight alphabetical order. The reference 
structure consists of "See" references from terms not used and 
"See also" references pointing to more specific or related terms. 


Several important aspects of the index are based on decisions which 
are amenable to change. Among these are the terminology used as 
well as the reference structure, choice of lead terms, and the 
specificity of entries. ONTERIS would appreciate comments or 
criticisms of these aspects.

ONTERIS has produced a trial French version, a mini-index! of 15 
documents. There is also a beginning of a French lexicon. 


The small number of French documents in the data base were handled 
in the following way: 


(a) If a report was in ‘French onky pn ttwo abstracts were written - 
one in French and one in English. The bibhiographical 
information is in French on both abstracts. 


(b) If major parts of a report were published in both French and 
English, once again, two abstracts were written. The English 
version has English bibliographical information and the French 
version has French bibliographical information. Any minor 
differences between the two versions, such as a bibliography 
or instrumentation,) are reported in cthe notes: 


ta) If a supplement to the report was in English, but everything 
else was in French, iit was -handled sas ing(eh, and athe Sagi 
supplement was reported in the notes.

In all these cases, only a single number was assigned to the 

document even though there may be two records in the computer. 

This decision creates some confusion for purchasers of microfiche; 
users must state whether it is the English or French version they 
wish. In the future it may be possible to give each version a unique 
number. 


Currently the French language documents are being retrieved by the 
use of English terminology. However, it is technically feasible to 
create a bilingual searching capability in the iSiS system. Much 
work remains to be done, 


Machine Retrieval by TSis 
The main software package used by ONTERIS for its computer-based 
information system is ISIS. It is a generalized system designed for 


small to medium size data bases and has been used for a variety of 
applications. 


The original version of ISIS was developed in 1964 by the international 
Labour Organization (ILO) and ran under a disk-operating system (DOS) 
on medium size IBM computers. 


Over the last few years much effort has been devoted to the 
development of an OS (operating system) version of ISIS. UNESCO 

(The United Nations Educational Scientific and Cultural Organization) 
has developed an OS version (CDS/ISIS) to run on large scale 
computers. In October 1977, this version was installed on the

This version has a comprehensive collection of programs for data 
PApUe, Management and output, to run in "batch" or “onl ine" modes. 
The key to the system is the file structure consisting of a number 
of computer files that are logically related but physically distinct. 
The structure lets users add, modify and delete whole or parts of 
records in a batch or an online mode, keep the data base current. 
through updating of the master file and other files, and search for 
end Tetrieve information in either mode through the use of search 
terms and Boolean expressions. 


In the ONTERIS system all names, words, or phrases which are 
contained between slashes in the record go in the inverted file for 
machine searching. Slashing is always. done in the PRECIS, series, 
Dubsiasner, and test fields. In addition to the slashed terms, 
several fields are inverted for searching purposes: ON number, 
SutcnOmwseancton sor Compilen, type of study, and, .for Ministry studies, 
Prancipal investigator and supervisory or liaison official. 


The slashed terms, which we hope are not too obtrusive for users 
OL etme printed index, give some indication of the multiplicity, of 
access points available in a computer search of the ONTERIS data base. 


When a document is retrieved from a term within the PRECIS field, 
there is greater likelihood of relevance. Because the term is 
contextually embedded, users can quickly discard irrelevant documents. 


Direct access to the data base for batch or online searching is 
currently available through EISO (Educational Information System for
